\Vo liavo had .several railway nceidunts 
during the mouth, ami three were uuhapp'ly 
attended with faial contequencos — one, ii- 
d«cd, beloK perhaps the moat terrible dis: s- 
ter of the kind that has ever been known in 
Ibo' United 'Kingdom. The circuinstanuos of 
thi.i unlul mishap, which happened un lha 
Kdinlurjjli aiitl Ula.igow lino, are llui.s de- 
BtrribiJ: E liubnrirh is ciRiio-ted with Glcs- 
gow by a line hi'uriiig the iiamo of the Iwo 
citiej, and runniii;; of coufjo east and west. 
From ilii: Scotli.«li niotropolid liiere nina al^o 
11 lino to Porlli and llio north called ihc Seot- 
tall Central. Tiiis should tal;c a n(jithTly 
dirpotic.n, hut the bioad .?U\ aiii of ll'.o I' ortli 
which lucd lo " bridle llio wild liiglilandnian.°| 
lies in the way, and the line therefore skirt» 
the bunk of llie river for more tliau twenty 
milca. It is thus thiown in a wealorly direc- 
tion, or In the direction ol (ilasgovr, and con- 
scqucatiy.tbe JCdiuburgh and Glasgow line is

Registration of Voters. 

This year is now drawing to a close. The 
lime rapidly approaches when it will be nec- 
essary to tako the steps required to bocoino 
rcgislerod oil tho list of voter.s. After tho 
lirst of January and up to the fourtooiith is 
the period limited for making tbe nccessaiy ap- 
plioalion. K is to be hoped that all who are 
in a position will como forward and place 
Ih'emselTes in a position that will enableihcm 
to have a voic2 in choosing tlio.so who arc to 
A'olu our taxes, and maUe our laws. Lot no 
feeling of indiflereiiee as to who i.s or who 
is not chosen for a legislator actuate those 
wliom the law allows to vole 111 parliamentary 
•'"cleolions. ; Every mon who desires to sea the 
conniry progress should strive to qualify him- 
self 03 an elector, both by the acriniremcnl of 
property and hy reyislration, when he has 
the recpiired qualificalion. Tho time for tlio 
election of a new IlDU-se of As^cnibly cannot 
bo far off. Upon the choice ul lit and propcu' 
_jj,.person3 for that purpose the prosperity ol the 
i?^^;coloiiy in a great nieasuro depends. Tho 
past three years have shown who hnva and 
."f^vtho' have not dona their duty. What an 
' absurd position a man may bo in who would 
exercise his sndra^e at the ejiiiiiig cieeli":!, 
but who, through his own iie;.;leet, hai ili'- 
priveil hini.-^elf of th it privilr-o. it mny t'o 
that the Government will force on tho election 
before the next registration shall havo been 
completed. We should not wonder if their 
contempt of everything right and just would 
carry them thus far. But let not this possi- 
bility deter any one from |iuttirig himself in 
a position to vote. For it is not at all likely 
the ui-xt House will e.xist anything near iis 
regular period. ' Changes may happen wbic.'i 
''^WOdIH lead to' ita. dissolution sooner, parhapf;, 
thaa.many would expect. So lot all be pre- 
pared to vote at any time when the occasion 
comes. We havo been asked whether thoso 
British subjects who have taken the ouih ol 
allegiance to, or havo become citizens of for- 
eign Stiitcs, have a riirht to he regisloreil ? 
According to Ihe Franchise Act they cannot, 
unless, three months prcn ious to the time for 
applidBtibn'for registry they have taken the 
oath of allegiance .to JLIer j^lajesly, before the 
Chief Justicc'''of tHe Sa'preme Court. So that 
those who have not already done so will be 
too late for the registraiion next month, but 
can prepare themselves lo register at a future 
time.

It in 
an IH-lout roatl het\vei!:i those points, except 
the bends which iire between 20 and 30 feel 
wide. From I'avillioii Cruok it crosses I'a- 
vlllion iMountaia to Ont-off Valley, a distance 
of 1-t miles. The general width of tho road is 
tho same as below ; l)ut tin turn-tables — the 
zigzags to ascend and descend the mountain 
are from (iO to 100 foot in width; and was 
inudo wido in (uxler lo allow long teams to 
make easy turnings. In goiug up there arc 
six turns, and in going down tbcro are seven. 
In going down, each turn-tablo 'cost from 
SIOOO toSLTiOO. favillion Mountain where 
the road crosses is 3000 feol; high, and 5000 
feet abiivo tho luvel of llic soa ; the length of 
the a.seenl hein;,' about three and a-half miles 
— the descent three miles. The whole costof 
tho road over the mountain was about $60,- 

000. After crossing Pavillion Creek Moun- 
tain tho road runs through Cut-oil Yalley, a 
level country, a distance of 15 miles— it is a 
linn valley— good farming hiiul. The Yale- 

1. ytton Wagon lioad connects willi tho Liil- 
ooet-Ale.\andria road in Cut oil Valley, -17 
miles from Lillooct. After leaving Cut-olT 
Valloy,there is a gentle ascent in passing a 
hill a mile long. A table land is then reached 
along which the wagon rend goes to Bridge 
Creek, a distance of fiQ miles. There are 
public houses every eight or ten miles; and 
yood cumpiiig places for animals. Briilgo 
C.-eek is exactly oiio huiulred miles 
Inim l.illooet. The Lake La Hacho Valley 
comniencss at this point. Tbe road is entirely 
completed to Blue Tent, 28 miles, a mile 
below the end of Lake La Hacbo, making the 
whole finished partot the LilIobet-Ale.xandria 
wagon road, 1'28 miles. There has been no 
labor expended beyond this point; but bug- 
gies and wagjiis may drive right through to 
Williams Lake. In the spring Iho road will 
be extended by way of Deep Creek to Soda 
Creek, on the Frasor, a distance of 18 miles 
from Williani's Lake, or -18 miles from Blue 
Tent. Hero .Mr. Wright's now steamer, En- 
terprise, will lake tlio freight for the mouth 
of leMielb Uiver. a distance of -15 miles. 
The road. ho-.veviM-, will [.l obably be exlended 
t.) -Vk'X'ii.'iria : and from this point iho Onv- 
ernnu-nt v. ill cxl jnd it lo Lightning and Van 
Winkle Cr. oiis. 

A Inaneh road is proj. etcd by Capl .\Iit- 
crhell, t!) start about five miies north ol Bridge 
Cieel: ami extend to Great Quesnello Lake, 
where a sloamer will carry the freight 15 
miles. Ficim that landitig it will be 6 miles 
to .Miichell's bridge, on the North Fork of 
Qnesnclle. When completed, this branch 
road will supply Antler, Keithley, and Cnn- 
iiin.rhain Creeks, and Iho firth Fork of (^ue.^. 
neK.-, I.ighlning, Williams, and other creeks 
ill ll'.c .-aii..> (liiei-li Ml. '.'.ill lu; supplied by the 
I.ilioool-Ale.xandriii wauon rood.

We 'were always of the opinion, that tho 

salaried ofTicera of the Government were pub- 
lic Bcrvauts, having certain duties to per- 
form as an cquivalent| for their reeonipenso ; 
that, in this respect, public employees should 
be governed by tho same principles whiob 
regulate the [actions of men !u a private ca- 
pacity. If one nian employs another to do 
a speciQed thing for a consideration, he ex- 
pects that th'o work will be done, and proper- 
ly loo. Men are not usually engaged wiili 
the privilep.0 of neglecting their dut5' when 
it shall Buitgtheir convenience. It appear.'-., 
however, that sonic, at least, of our olHeials 
think otherwise, or at Ica^t act as if thr-y 
did. jft Will' bo MOO.llected that a certain sum 
' is vOted'in tho estimates every year as a sal- 
ary for the 'ii,ttorbey-Goperal. This is lo 
compensate Kirii for liis legal services for iho 
Crown. Besides this salary, which is this 
year J?30O, there arc other porriuisitcs ul- 
attnched to the office. Anionjr the duties in- 
cumbent upon him in this capacity, is that 
of conducting criminal proseonlions ; of, in 
fact, acting as counsel on behalf of tho pub- 
lic. It will be seen, then, how important it 
is that he should do his duty faithfully. I'ub- 
lio Fccurity reiiuiro,? that those who have 
committed a crimp should not bo allowed 
to escape without punishment. Any la\iiy 
in putti.ng tho law in force, will only havo 
the elleot of encouraging its violaliun. What, 
then, can we think of the public counsel who 
will leave the court before ajprosoculion^ia 
concluded. Take the case[of the Queen v.i. 
DeYouDg, for a specimen ofj llia way pub- j 
lie business is managed. W'o have notli- 
ing t) tay against thcso gcntljine.i — 
they have been acr^uitted by the jury of the 
charge brought against tbcro, ami tiiat .-ietdes 
tho matter as far as tbey are con-eerm.,'. Thi; 
facts relating to live conduct o£ tho Attorney 
General are that he left tho Court after the 
cx.aminatkoii ot tho witnesses fo,r the Crown, 
and did not return during the remaimlor i f 
the case. After his. depiirtiMe, Mr. Uini,', oiu; 
of the Conn^fil I'nr the de!"eiico. adilr j.'ised the 
jury ani'. called a witiic.ss for the dcfeinhuits. 
The jury were then thargcd by the Judge and 
retired, but roturr.cd at two dlQeront limes 
to have points e.xplaiuod and to hear some 
further evidence. It will thus be seen how 
impoitant it was that somebody should have 
been present to watch tho case on the part of 
the Crown, to cross-o.xaniino the witness for 
the defenco, to rejily to the address of the 
defendant's Cousel, and to see that the easu 
was properly ^jrescnlcd to the jury. As it 
was, a more bungled and ..neglected alTuir 
one seldom sees. From iho very outset even, 
the oaio wna not properly brought out from 
the absence of a most material witness, 
whoso prod'.:cli:m, the Judgo remarked, had 
beeen neglected by tho prosocutioii. Now
